It was cap- 
tained by the Emperor Conrad HI! 
and by King Louis VII but it cam, 
to an unhappy end owing chietiy to 
the faithlessness of the Greeks and 
their Emperor. No better was the 
outcome of the third Crusade (1129- 
21938,) in which, by reason of discord 
among the Crusaders, the Christian 
army, with the flower of the Knignts/ 
Templar and the Hospitallers, was 
massacred. Jerusalem was again 
taken by the infidels and the Latin 
kingdom destroyed. This time it was 
Saladin who fought the Christians. He 
had formed a great empire and he em- 
ployed his Vast armies to drive out 
the Crusaders. 

After the death of Saladin a fourth 
Crusade was formed with the hope of 
Wiping out the disgrace and scandal! 
of the preceding. It was made up 
of forty thousand youths (1202-04), 
but was doomed ty failure, for the 
Venetians, more eager for the wealth 
of their commerce than the Christian 
cause, placed insuperable obstacles in 
the way of success. Likewise was the 
fifth unsuccessful (1217-1229), under

A 
broader ers ective brings before us 
the many advantages they brought 
both to religion and to civil society. 

The Crusades united the rulers and 
people of Europe in a common and 
ideal purpose and caused them to put 
aside and forget the many petty quar 
rels which had caused so much blood 
shed and hatred. The motive of re 
ivion and zeal the sanctity of 
the places made sacred by the Savior 
urged them on to heroic deeds and 
undreamed sacrifices. Thousands of 
Christian soldiers, fallen into the hands 
of the enemy, refused to give up their 
faith as the price of liberty anu died 
with the martyr’s crown.

The total Spanish speaking population in Texas and 
other southwestern states would now be Catholic in religion, 
if anything, had there been a sufficient number of clergy and 
Catechists in that region two decades ago. But the Presby 
terian, the Baptist, the Methodist denominations have been 
receiving bright Mexican boys and girls into their boarding 
schools free of charge, and retaining them for missionary 
work in their respective denominations both in this country 
and in old Mexico, Only two weeks ago, according to the San 
Antonio Express of April 20, 1926, about ten Mexican Presby- 
terian ministers, besides a number of elders and candidates 
for the ministry, held a gathering and a series of meetings 
in the San Antonio Presbyterian Church. The paper publish- 
ed the names of all those in attendance, and they are good 
old Mexican names. There is no form of Home Mission Work 
which should be financed as cheaply as the work which the 
Catechists will do to preserve the faith among the Mexican 
people. It is always more difficult and costly to convert the 
heathen, the pagan, and the non-Catholic generally, than it 
is to preserve in the faith those who are baptized in it; but in 
the Mexicans the disposition to be Catholic is pronounced, and 
they would be devoted members of the Church, if they had 
the opportunity for instruction and spiritual attention. We 
want our readers, therefore,-to become interested in our Cat- 
echist Training School not only by way of support, but more 
especially by recruiting it with candidates for mission work- 
ers.

The reason for such conditions as 
these is due in some measure to the 
lack of a zealous body of the laity, 
and searecity of vocations for our 
teaching brotherhoods and sisterhoods. 

To the mind of the writer the one 
solution is the striving to give every 
Catholic boy and girl a thorough train- 
ing in Catholic high schools, and thus 
stop the leakage in vocations that re 
sults from attendance in public instit- 
utions of that type. 

The next step would be to supply 
teaching brothers for our institutions, 
which are far too short of the necess- 
ary religious to man them. (i. e. the 
boys’ high schools). The scarcity of 
vocations for that holy and dignified 
calling is due in large part to the ne 
lect of many of our pastors to e apiain, 
stress, and advertise the same, and the 
result that our lay-people during 
their youth scarcely hear a word about 
the need of brothers, and what their 
station in life calls for.
